THE MAMMOTH REPUBLICAN

EVENING, | | 


An Imposing Torchlight Procession —Sa- 
lates and Trausp:rencies—An Im- 
mense Concourse of People—Speech- 
es in the Theatre by Hon. C.8. Varian 
und Hen, Themas Wren, 


There waz immense enthusiasm dis- 
played in Reno last ‘evening, in the 
celebration of the great Republican 
victories in Ohio and Indiana. Soon 
ufter 6 o'clock the sidewalks were 
thronged with people, waitiog for the 
appearance of the procession. The 
rallying point for the Republicans 
was at the Pavilion, where the pro- 
cession was furmed, and equipped 
with transparencics and torches. At 7 
o’clock the long column began to 
move. Keeping time to patriotic 
strains from the Reno brass band, the 
procession mar ched down Centrestreet 
and along Cummercial Row, thence 
through the other principal streets 
and back to the theatre. The column 
was illuminated bythe. glare of 200 
torches, and presented a beautiful and 
imposing spectacle as it wound 
through the streets of the town. Cheer 
after cheer rent the air as it passed 
along. Men waved their hats and the 
ladies their handkerchiefs, while the 
boys went wild with excitement. The 
transparencies had been finely execu- 
ted by T. F. Laycock, and contained 
many happy hits. A mock Demo- 
cratic war eagle was borne along by 
Frank Bell. It wasa young turkey, 
in a sorry plight as to feathers, a woc- 
begone spiritiess-looking bird. A 
number of carriages brought up the 
rear of the column. On Virginia 
street, in front of Reform Club hall, 
large portraits of famous Republicans 
were displayed by the stereopticon on 
a screen erected for the purpose.

Mr. Varian’s Speech. 
Ladies and Gentlemen and Fellow 
Citizens of Reno: This meeting car- 
ries the conviction with it, 
that we have not been mistaken 
in the sentiments of the people of this 
county. We have gathered to cele- 
brate a great victory ef ‘the party we 
represent. It is fitting on such an oc- 
casion to discuss the great issues now 
befure the people. Again in the his- 
tory of this country the Democratic 
party is asking for power. It is strong 
in the solidity of its Solid South; 
strong in its horde of office-seekers ; 
strong in mud-throwing and lying. 
In the Cincinnati platform the party 
renews its pledges to the principles of 
the Democracy. What are those 
priaciples? In 1856, the Democratic 
party resolved in Convention that the 
resolutions of 1798 should be perpetu- 
ated, i. e. the doctrine of State Sover- 
eignty, which has caused so much 
mischief in this country. It also de- 
clared against the National Banking 
system. In 1860 it asserted that this 
was not a Unicn, and that the Consti- 
tution gave no power to Coerce a sov- 
ereign State. In ‘64 it declared the 
wara failure, and raised acry for 
peace on the basis of a Federal union 
such as existed before 1780. In ’68 it 
demanded the taxation of government 
bonds and thatthe National debt 
should be paid in green backs,a virtual 
repudiation. The Democratic party is 
A PARTY OF REPUDIATION. 

~The heresy of National repudiation 
was promulyated by the same party in 
Mississippi as early as 1841, when 
Sargent S. Prentiss denounced the 
proposition. It voted against the 14th 
and 15th amendments. Democratic 
lawyers to-day assert that the 14th 
amendment was not legally carried, 
and there are probably Democratic 
members of the Bixpreme Court hold- 
ing the same opinion. In_ the St. 
Louis Convention the Democratic party 
demanded the repeal of the Resump- 
tion Act. Inthe twelve sovereign 
States, since 1870, over §$126,000,000 
of State debts have been repudiated by 
State Legislatures. In 1870 these States 
owed $352,866,000. Now their debt 
aggregates $222,445,000. The re- 
mainder has been wiped out. Fuly 
$50,000,000 of these repudiated debts 
were contracted before the war. Last 
year the State of Lonisiana ‘‘remitted” 
the interest on its State debt,

THE CHINESE QUESTION 
the speaker considered a social rather 
than a political question. It was 
thought in 1844, wLen Caleb Cushing 
was sent to China to make a treaty 
for “sincere and cordial amity,” that 
the establishment of trade relations 


with China would be a great boon to 
this country. The Democrats in °58 
under Buchanan sent W. B. Reed to 
make another amicable treaty with 
China. There was such a strong de- 
sire in the United States for more ex-

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A Railroad to Plumas. 

There is considerable talk in Plu- 
mas county about a railroad. Geo, 
E. Mansfield of Boston, is in the 
country looking it over. He went in 
from Truckee and came out to Reno, 
returning again over the route. He is 
very favorably impressed. with the 
preposition, and thinks this is the 
place to build from. He has built 
two roads, in the East, of two-foot 
gauge, which he says are brilliant suc- 
cesses. One of them isin Massachu- 
setts. He says he can build a road 
from here into Quincy for less than

business ever required of it. He has 
been to look at an iron mine west of 
Gold lake, six miles southeast of Jam- 
ison, which promises to be an im- 
mense property.
